blue or in orange and black, the 
Yale men and Princeton men awoke 
to find the day's dawning full of the 
most discouraging indications. The 
committee in charge of the Yale 
field were at work at daylight with 
a large gang of men. The straw 
which had covered the gridiron dur- 
ing the night was raked off, leaving 
tho turf dry. The force was kept at 
work up to tho opening of the game. 
The ticket speculators were on their 
beats early, bnt the weather had 
caused them to abate their demands 
and they were willing to take about 
what they could get for tickets. 
The Yale players were out of bed by 
7 ;30 o'clock and had, an early break- 
fast. They retired to their rooms 
at once with orders to remain quiet 
till 10 o'clock when they were called 
together in the gymnasium for 
secret practice. 


The most effective plays Yale has 


were carefully gone over, and the 
eleven were dismissed before noon, 
meeting for lunch just at noon, in 
complete readiness for the game. In 
the practice camp at Morris Cove 
the Princeton players had a long 
sleep, undisturbed by tho noise of 
the city, and were as bright as larks 
this morning. Breakfast was served 
at 7:30, and after an hour's chat 
Trainer Jack McMastera took his 
charges out for a walk. On their 
return the rubbers took the men in 
hand and by lunch time all were in 
fine fettle. 
Bnrr Mclntosh enter- 


tained the players during leisure 
moments with songs. Visitors to 
the Peqnot house were numerous. 
Just before luncheon the members 
of the eleven practiced signals for a 
short period. 


When the gates were opened at 12 


o'clock hundreds were waiting a*

LONDON, Nov. 20.—A number of 


fire engines are still playing upon 
the smouldering ruins which mark 
the scene of the great conflagration 
near the general postoffice yester- 
day. Walls are falling every now 
and them. It is impossible to ac- 
curately estimate the damage done, 
bnt the direct loss will probably be 
below $10,000,000. Consols and 3 
per cents have fallen heavily, on 
the belief that the losses willneces- 
sitate heavy sales by insurance com- 
panies, and most of the insurance 
companies' shares have dropped ten 
to thirty shillings. The Evening 
Standard, in its financial article this 
afternoon, says it is believed that 
the bulk of the fire losses will fall 
upon American insurance com- 
panies.

o'clock this morning, bnt as this

Ten years ago "Tabor luck" 
was a familiar saying in the west Ap- 
parently it is just aa pat today as it was 
then, tor the latest reports of the doings 
of the bankrupt mining king are to the 
effect that he has made another lucky 
strike and has discovered a mine in 
Boulder county which promises to 
make him another fortune. 


Tabor was born iu Vermont Nov. 2li, 


1830, but early in li/Te went to Kansas, 
where, with his young wife, he settled 
on the boundless prairies and began the 
struggle in which so many others have 
failed. For several years he fought 
grasshoppers and starvation. Then he 
loaded his personal belongings into a 
prairie schooner and started for Colora- 
do, being attracted by the rich gold dis- 
coveries along Cherry creek.

In some sections it is the flapjack, 
In others the griddle cake, while pan- 
cake and buckwheat cake are its most 
common designations.

When tbe fowls are busy scratching, 


the hens laying mid singing and the 
cocks crowing, these are signs of good 
health. 


When yoa can enter tbe henhouse 


after dark and hear DO wheezing, it 
proves there are not any ronpy fowls in 
the flock. 


When the edge of tho comb and wat- 


tles is of a purplish red and the move- 
ments sluggish, there is something 
wrong.

When fowls lie around, indifferent 


to tbeir surrounding?, they are too fat, 
and dx-atli from apoplexy, indigestion 
or liver complaint will result nnlp's 
the trouble is corrected. 


Wheii the fowls are restless and con- 


stantly, picking their feathers, they are 
infested with vermin. 


When young poultry, especially duck- 


lings, appear to have ft sore throat aud 
swallowing is difficult, it is the symp- 
tom of the large gray lice on the neck 


As soon as a fowl gets ill isolate it 


and commence doctoring it at once. The 
trouble with, far too many is that thpy 
wait until the disease is in its advanced 
stages before giving medicine. A very 
sick fowl is difficult to core, and when 
cored it is seldom of value afterward.— 
Cable in Massachusetts Plowman. 


A chemist has announced that he has 


discovered a method of treating eggs so 
that they will not spoil, and he asserts 
that in the future drinks in which eggs 
arc used will be mixed with eggs chem- 
ically insured. Efzgs have been manufac- 
tured by artificial weans so cleverly that 
it was difficult to tell them from the 
real article, but the discoverer of this 
remarkable method of preserving eggs 
alleges that he is the first man in the 
field to succeed. Nearly all of tbe 
small soda water stands that may be 
found through the thickly populated 
New Vork districts serve egg phosphate 
during the summer months, arid it oc- 
casionally happens that an egg of the 
1896 model getsmiied with a 1897 phos- 
phate, with results that are disastrous 
to the soda water proprietor. The in- 
ventor of the new method believes that 
his eggs will do more than the police to 
keep the peace during the summer 
mouths iu these soda, water districts.

13 different kinds of fruit, it declares 
variety in heavenly joy. If it means 
twelve crops of the sume kind of fruit, 
it declares abundance in heav^uly joy, 
and they are both true.

Kot an eternity with nothing but 
music; that oratorio would be too pro- 
tracted. Not an eternity of procession 
in white horse; that would bu too long 
in. the stirrups.

Not.au eternity 
illicit!njf fruits from the tree uf life; 
hat would be too much of the heaven- 
y orchard. But all manner of varie- 
ties, and I will tell you of at least 
.welveof those varieties: Joy of Divine 
worship; joy over the victories of the

'When I reached Kgypt, I found rea- 


sons for much increased caution, part- 
y because there was some cholera In 
he land. Yet in most of the. pliicex tr 
v hit-h the traveler is likely to go, even 


Egypt, the water is good. The Nile 


from which Egypt gets its water for al! 
jurposrs, Is one of the purest and mosi 
wholesome sources ot water supply In 
the world. What danger there is comes 
from l<x-al pollution. Wator thken from 
•lose to the shore of the Xile.au it lion-* 
ittst a village or city may not be pure; 
and of cours* water taken from any ol 
the canals is to be distrusted, .so tliu; 
one should be on his j^uard. On the 
!nng trip up the Nile by boati howetei 
one may fe«l absolutely at ease. Dur- 
ing the two weeks that I Wtts on tin 
river, drawing out water supply OB Mi- 
did directly from the great stream, and 
generally far out from the shore, I felt 
confident that there was no danger, 
even in a cholera season. We. were 
drinking water which was probably a« 
pure as any to be found at home. 


It was in Palestine that I found most 


difficulty, though even here the difil- 
culty was less than I had been led to ex- 
pect. There was need of conslonteare; 
but with care we were able to obtain 
good water In abundance nearly every- 
where. 


"I had much apprehension regarding 


the water of India. But here, too. 1 
found things better than I »Xpected 
The water supply of nearly all the In- 
dian cities of any considerable si/.e anil 
importance is excellent. The British 
government has attended to this mat- 
ter; so^hat it is only in the smullct 
towns and the places remote from 
British settlements tJltit the traveler 
need have any fear. There he must be 
on his guard. 


"What, then, did I find it necessary to 


do to make sure that Biy health should 
not suffer? Discard tb/Tisc of water as 
a drink? In only a few places. (Jen- 
i-rally I could drink thi-water as freely 
an at home. Where I found any cause 
at all for distrust, my rule was to use 
the water only after it'hwd been boiled. 
Throughout Egypt, Palestine and In- 
dia one cad get oranges' of the finest 
quality in great abundance. I ate these 
freely everywhere; and the juice o! 
these did much to supply the place ol 
drink. For emergencies I generally 
carried with rhe a small supply of some 
bottled water, easily obtainable in all 
oriental cities of importance. 


"Thus, though I always kept mysell 


ready to resort to wine or bvcr, or some 
other liquid, if there seemed to be any 
real need for it. the need never came. I 
passed through my year of travel—one- 
half of it In India, Egypt und Palestine 
—without' touting a drop of liquor, ot 
finding myself In any place where, in 
my best judgment, there was the slight- 
est necessity for so doing. The same 
was true with my wife. She made the 
same journeys that I did, except that 
she did not go f o India, and she found 
no more use /or liquor than I. In our 
travels In Italy and Greece and other 
countries of Europe we were accotu- 
printed also by our son and twodaugh 
tern. 
And none of them tasted any 


land of liquor during their journey- 
ings. 


'What w»* the result? Were we ill? 


Did we find ourselves with digestion im- 
paired from time to time by bad water, 
or by changes of water? Did we en- 
dure our journeys less well? or were 
we; sick oftener than our fellow trav- 
elers who discarded water nnd used al 
ccholic drinks, or who, when they did 
use water, mixed more or less liqunt 
with it to make It 'sate,' as they said': 
The anawer is very easy to give. We 
went through all our travels without .1 
day's serious illness on the part of any 
Of ns. I went through mine, including 
my fhrce moutliB in India, without the 
loss of a meal, or liny disturbance of 
digestion requiring even the slightest 
medicine. On the other hand, our trav- 
eling companions who made free use of 
liquor were almost constantly com- 
plaining, anil in a number of cases were 
seriously 111. 


"During 
our trip on horseback 


through Palestine, where the strnir. 
was more severe, nnd our water supply 
the poo'rest, the three or four total ab- 
stainers in our party of 19 got nlonir 
far better thnn the others. Of those 
who took n little wine or whisky or 
brandy eaeh day or each meal to keep 
them well or to make the water safe, 
r.early everyone, was attacked with .1 
f erslstent, nnd in n number of discs .1 
severe, bowel trouble. Of the abstain- 
ers, only one was troubled at all. anil 
that one only very slightljr.
